Recognize Status 


"The Storthing recognizes his maj- 


esty's difficult position, and. does not 
question that he is performing his 
duties as he understands it. At the 
same time the Storthing desires 
a 


peaceful carrying t/irough of the dis- 
solution of the union, safe-guarding 
of the friendship and concord of the 
two peoples of the peninsula.

Norway to mortify Sweden. What has 
happened had to happen.

DRY DOCK AT WORLD 


'Dewey" Being Tested Today at Bal- 


timore — Will Be Taken to 


Philjppines in_September

Baltimore, Md., June 
20.—A 
big 


celebration- wasl held here today in 
honor of the tests made., of'the mam- 
moth floating dry dock, Dewey, which 
was successfully floated ten days ago. 
The dock'is the largest floating steel 
dock in. the world andi.-for this reason 
unusual interest,was--manifested 
in- 


the tests. 
It is strong enough 
to 


dock the largest vessel of the United 
States navy and was built for the 
government by the Maryland 
Steel 


company. It required over 130 tons 
of paint to give it the required num- 
ber of coats. 
The dock has an ex- 


treme length of 500 feet, is built in 
three sections, the end sections each 
;being 90 feet long, and the center 
.section 320 feet long. It is self-dock- 
ing, thus allowing its bottom to be 
'scraped and cleaned at regular inter- 
vals when needed. 
Ninety-six hun- 


dred tons of metal were used in its 
construction and more than. 2,000,OUO 
rivets hold the plates together. The 
dock will remain at Solomon Island 
until September, when arrangements 
will be made by the navy department 
for the long tow to the Philippines. 
The battleship Texas and cruiser At- 
lanta were used for today's test.

in Dane and Iowa Counties. 


Janesville appears to have missed 


n tornado Sunday night by the nar- 
row margin o£ forty' miles. 
Reports 


from Madison, Blue Mounds, Prairie 
du Chien, Mt. Horeb, Highland and 
Dodgeville all show that a wind-storm 
•which swept over that section of the 
state wrought considerable damage. A 
young German farm hand, name un- 
known, was killed on the farm of 
Charles Collins at' Blue Mounds -while 
milking, over $150,000 damage., was 
done to crops and farm buildings, and 
scores of head of stock were destroy- 
ed by a tornado that passed through 
Dane and Iowa counties and over the 
townships of Barneveld 
and 
Blue 


Mounds Sunday evening. 
Telephone 


and telegraph wires are down, and 
the full extent of the damage can 
only be estimated. 
The storm broke 


.with wild fury following an extremely 
sultry day, and through a tract eight 
miles long and one to two miles wide 
the destruction of property was com- 
plete. Losses, as far as reported, are 
as follows:
